Strangely, the nature of its importance 
od great value to the smooth operation 
fthe military machine is the very factor 
tt results in its virtual anonimity 
it initiates no actions, draws no conclu 
sions, makes no arguments, has no axes 
w grind. Its one great function is to ab 
wh the multitude of details concerned 
with the activities of the General Staff 
wd thus conserve the time of the Chief 
of Staff so that he may be free for new 
snd constructive action instead of spend 
ig his days keeping up with what the 
iious branches of the staff are doing. 
The office of the Secretary thus consti- 
tutes a sort of huge reservoir with a 
ulve, absorbing the millions of details 
necessary for the operation of the staff 
hut passing on to the Chief himself, con 
‘isely and succintly, only those facts he 
sires and needs. The remainder it re 
ins ready on instant call for what ever 
i the Chief may decide upon. 
With the 188 officers attached to and 
i duty with the War Department Gen- 
al Staff all continually engaged in 
‘dying the problems of procurement, 
rganization, supply, personnel, and train 
ug of the military machine, it is easy to 
magine the great bulk of studies and ree 
umendations which result each day. 
Many of these can be acted upon directly 
tthe Assistant Chief of Staff heading 
ile particular division, but there are 
wny of greater importance or of a con 
‘oversial nature which require the per 
wnal attention of the Chief of Staff. Such 
matters reach his office in the form of 
eneral Staff memoranda with their at 
‘ached comments, concurrances, endorse 
tents, discussions, ete., often times com 
rising hundreds of pages of data, argu 
ments, and conclusions. If the Chief of 
‘aff himself were to attempt to review 
‘ll this material before reaching his con 
“ustons he would have little, if any, time 
getting anything else done. Accord 
igly, these huge stacks of papers go to 
he Secretary of the General Staff, where 
an officer is assigned to them. This oflicer, 
‘horoughly familiar with the type of facts 
fe Chief of Staff will want. makes a 
*mplete digest of the studies and recom 
Mendations. If necessary he goes back to 
Re various divisions of the staff, or to 
the offices of the Chiefs of Arms or Ser 
es concerned, or even, where the ocea 
‘ton demands, contacts officers in the field 
¥ telephone. Having become thoroughly 
“gnizant with the subject, he presents it 
rally to one of the Deputy Chiefs of Staff 
who may act upon it himself. If he feels 
hat its importance or its controversial 
ee requires action by the General 
nett it is presented to the Chief of 
— Though there may be hundreds of 
Gn t of paper, the Secretary merely re- 
an _ a few minutes, at the most not 
‘than a half or three-quarters of an

Due to lack of funds only a start on 
these camps can be made, and the full 
construction program to make’ them 
habitable must wait further appropria 
tions which cannot be requested until full 
authority for calling the National Guard 
and legislation for selective service has 
been enacted.

Navy Selection Amendments 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably the bill 
Hk 10205, which carries the «amend 
ments to the Navy Line Selection Act of 
1938 desired by the Navy Department 
These amendments were originally car 
ried in IIR 4929, but so many undesirable 
amendments, from the Department's 
point of view, were included in this mea 


sure when it reached the President that 
u veto resulted. 
As reported, HR 10295 changes the 


composition of the board for the selection 
of officers to the grade of commander to 
one of 3 rear admirals and 6 captains 
Present law requires % rear admirals 
Also the bill will permit selection boards 
to have access to the medical records of 
officers coming up for selection and will 
eliminate the present law which prohibits 
the name of a physically unfit officer from 
being presented to the board. 

The bill requires that all reports and 
recommendations of selection boards have 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the mem 
bers of the board. 

In another section, the bill grants th: 
pay of the rank to which a man 
judged fitted for promotion, in 
where officers are adjudged fitted but not 
retained. 

Section 12 (k) of the 1938 Act is re 
written to give broader scope and grant 
to World War lieutenants retired unde: 
any provision of law the next higher ran!

National Guard Active 
Duty Bill Agreed Upon 


House and Senate conferees late this 
week agreed on the final form of the bill 
granting to the President the authority to 
order into the active Federal service all 
reserve components of the Army of the 
United States. The conferees were quick 
in making their decisions, requiring only 
one meeting to solve the differences be 
tween the measure as it passed the House 
and Senate. 

The House and Senate have agreed to 
the conference report and the bill is now 
before the President for his signature, 


Calling of Reserves 

General George C, Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, said this week that it is planned 
to call Reserve officers of all grades to 
active duty, but that proportionately 
many more will be called in company 
grades than in field grades. He said that 
three phases are being planned in the or 
dering of reserves to active duty. The 
first phase will be entirely on a volun 
tary basis. If insufficient officers are pro 
cured by that method, the second step 
will be to call those who are unmarried 
and have no dependency problems. If 
there still remains a lack then the depart 
ment will resort to direct orders to any 
officers it needs. Every effort will be 
made, he declared, to avoid hardships. He 
said that he personally believes the first 
and second methods will produce all offi 
cers needed, 


National Guard Exams 

Concerning the National Guard physi 
cal examinations for induction into Fed 
eral Service, the General stated that no 
undue severity would be exercised, but 
that standards the same as those for the 
line of the Regular Army would be em 
ployed with the exception that the stand 
ards for eyes would be the same as those 
applied to the Medical Department and 
Chaplains’ Corps. The standards, he said, 
were set last vear when the new law was 
passed extending to the National Guard 
in Federal service the same pension, dis 
ability, and retirement privileges granted 
to the Regular Army in cases of injury, 
disease or death. 

The conferees, in coming to agreement, 
accepted most of the features of the Joint 
Resolution as passed by the House. The 
conferees agreed to the Senate wording 
concerning the scone of the legislation. As 
amended by the House, the bill provided 
for calling members of the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves, while 
the Senate version gave authority to call 
all reserve components of the Army of 
the United States, The Senate agreed to 
a House clause providing for automatic 
discharges for all members of the Nation 
al Guard of the United States called to 
active duty who are under 18 years of 
age. 

The conferees eliminated a House 
amendment which provided that persons 
called into military service should be en 
titled to such allowances for dependents 
as may he prescribed by the President, to 
he in addition to any other pay prescribed 
by law. The conferees eliminated the pro 
vision that would have made the National

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Editors Approve President’s Proposal to Create Home Guard Force 


National Guardsmen, if and when they are called out for a year’s intensive trg 


To meet the problem that will arise in the several states with regard to providing 
state troops to carry out the normal activities of the National Guard when that group 
is called into the Federal service, President Roosevelt, at a recent press conference, 
suggested that “Home Guard” units, composed largely of World War veterans, might 
be created. The editorial response to the President’s suggestion is almost unanimously 
favorable. Below are quoted excerpts from a number of editorials on this subject :

should be invaluable in an emergency. They now have attained a maturity of judg- 
ment, too, Which would offset any decline in bodily vigor. Many veterans who could 
not stand up under the strain of a Regular Army campaign could render efficient ser- 
vice in a home guard and would welcome the opportunity to do so. Since war nowadays 
is a ‘total’ affair—imperiling whole populations instead of merely the armed forces— 
it is appropriate that our plans for defense make use of large sectors of our people, 
who will be eager to have a hand in making our country safe.” 


The Macon, Gu., Velegraph, comments, “We have no doubt that the veterans would 
render excellent service, The time seems to be at hand when the National Guard will 
have to furnish the nucleus for an expanded army in our national defense, At the same 
time there are many circumstances in which the guardsmen might be needed.

% ' Our nation affords all citizens 
“ler opportunities, privileges and hap- 





piness than any other nation in the world. 
The problem of preserving those human 
liberties is the basic cause for our con- 
cern relative to our unpreparedness. As 
all citizens enjoy these fundamentals 
which are included in the Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights—all citizens have 
the duty of protecting and defending 
them. This basic doctrine is embodied as 
a part and parcel of our Constitution, 
which places on every citizen this obliga- 
tion. Moreover, the manpower require- 
ments with which to create adequate 
armed or other forces for such emergen- 
cies can only be secured by placing the 
burden on the whole population. We are 
Wasting time and ignoring basic lessons 
of history by months of discussing—the 
volunteer versus the conscription system. 
Our troops in these maneuvers are volun- 
teers. We are proud of our sacrifices in 
the nation’s cause, but let us not be blind 
to realities. We are too few to meet the 
problems ahead and must demand that all 
ctizens be called to serve with us in pre- 
paring for the threatened crisis. As for 
the production of weapons, the volunteer 
system must be replaced by a national 
obligation system if we are to sueceed, 


“(2) In these maneuvers, we have im 
provised organizations as we have util- 
ized wooden and truck substitutes for 
steel cannon and tanks and observation 
airplanes for dive bombers, To throw offi 
cers and enlisted men into directing 
groups and units into combat teams at 
the time of battle invites disaster and de 
feat and unnecessary sacrifice of human 
lives. War of today is far too complicated 
for any such system-—-it demands such 
unity and concentration of effort as can 
only be secured by experienced organiza- 
tional teams. I am sure those associated 
with these exercises appreciate that suc 
cess in modern combat involves efficiency 
in no smaller unit than a field army—or 
ganized from top to the last squad as a 
homogeneous team, 


“(3) Modern combat demands indi- 
vidual and group training in the air and 
on the ground to a greater extent than 
heretofore. Our experiences in these ex- 
ercises are convicing that while the basic 
training of the individual airman and 
ground soldier may be accomplished in 
several weeks, eflicient group training of 
leaders and their units and the coopera 
tive efforts of the air and ground units 
cannot be expected without intensive ef 
forts covering many months. The success 
of modern battle depends greatly on 
group effort and cooperation. We should 
realize that such efficiency cannot be ex 
pected under our present system of 
training manpower. 


“(4) Furthermore, a field army needs 
an adequate air force of attack and pur 
suit airplanes as well as observation 
linked to its ground troops rather perma 
nently to insure the necessary technical 
and fraternal cooperation. We cannot 
throw ground and air units into an organ 
ization just before battle and expect the 
two to coordinate and harmonize effec 
tively their efforts. Large ground forces 
will seldom succeed in battle without inti 
mate air support, and air forces will sel 
dom secure a decision on the ground with 
out the support of ground forces. The two 
arms should be brought closer in) com 
mand, training and living conditions. 

Sound Tactical Doctrines 

“The introduction of modern weapons, 
especially in the air and in mechanization 
and motorization, has led to several di 
vergent views in the field of tacties, Slo- 
gans and catch phrases and undigested 
reports of recent battles are having their 
influences. Flexibility of viewpoint and 
constant experiment should be encour 
aved along these lines. On the other hand, 
a combat army is a team depending great- 
ly for success upon unity and concentra- 
tion of effort, which are seldom secured 
unless the leader fixes in his command 
definite tactical doctrines, while leaving 
broad powers of initiative to his subordi- 
nates. The speed of battle in these days 
demands pre-indoctrination to insure 
sound application of the principle of sub- 
ordinate initiative. These objectives 
prompt longer and more frequent training 
by combat armies than we have had this 
and last summer. 





Comments on Two-Sided Army Exercise 

“The Chief Umpire—Colonel Potter— 
has covered the army and other exercises 
quite thoroughly so I will limit my re- 
marks relative thereto to a few salient 
points. 

“We should realize that the Blacks 
were greatly weaker in strength than the 
Blues—about 1 to 2—and had a much 
more difficult task. While waiting rein- 
forcements, the Blacks were forced to 
take the offensive in the face of a stronger 
force and in terrain more suitable to the 
defensive-river lines. In the limited 
time available to him, General Woodruff 
has discussed his solution to the problem. 
In solving the Blue phase, I expected the 
Blacks to advance rapidly to secure the 
crossings of the Grass River and then to 
fight a delaying action by counter blows 
on one or both flanks—repeating this pro- 
cedure on the line of the Racquette and 
again along the St. Regis River. The mo- 
bility of the Ist Division influenced my 
conclusions. These considerations, plus 
my greater strength, led me to seek battle 
first between the Grass and Racquette 
Rivers with an opportunity to strike de- 
cisively before Black could withdraw be- 
hind the Racquette. If this plan was not 
successful, then I expected to turn the 
Racquette by a movement around the 
south flank. With these thoughts in mind, 
Generals Parsons’ and Short’s ITT and II 
Corps were advanced rapidly to the east, 
while the 22nd Cavalry Division and an 
improvised mobile force under General 
Disque were held on the south flank 
awaiting developments. The uncertainty 
in my plans revolved around Black’s em- 
ployment of the Ist Division. It could 
have been held in reserve awaiting de- 
velopments or thrown around the north 
or south flanks. My air forces were espe 
cially charged with the mission of dis- 
covering the utilization of this mobile 
Black Division. Very early in the morn- 
ing of the 19th the Blue air forces gave 
me the desired information and as a con- 
sequence, while the ITI and II Corps 
drove forward and held the Blacks, the 
22nd Cavalry Division and Disque’s mo 
bile force moved to and crossed the Rae 
quette via Colton and South Colton, If 
the Ist Division had been thrown to the 
south flank the IIT Corps could have 
played a similar role on the north flank. 
Superiority of forces therefore opened the 
road for either plan. 

“During the fighting between the Grass 
and the Racquette Rivers General Par 
sons’ IIL Corps, by using the superior 
strength of its two Square Divisions, 
grasped an opening to threaten the rear 
of the Black’s north flank. This move 
ment, combined with a Blue threat on 
the south, caused Black to withdraw to 
the east of the Racquette River. The con 
tinued threat to Black’s south flank loos 
ened the defense on the Raequette and 
after skillfully throwing foot bridges 
early on the 21st, General Short’s II 
Corps, assisted on its left by the III 
Corps, succeeded in gaining the east bank 
und in making headway to the east. As 
the maneuvers ended, the Blacks were 
counter-attacking this penetration, 

“There is much to learn from this ex 
ercise, Tam sure discussion in the lower 
ranks has implanted lasting lessons. The 
spirit and dash of the personnel of both 
sides were remarkable—-in fact this trait 
was responsible for the early conclusion 
of the maneuver—troops got so far from 
base camps that T had to call off the ex 
ercise or re-arrange the railroad schedule 
for the whole army. I saw many in 
stances of American resourcefulness 
which is a prime requisite for success in 
the field. The first foot bridge across the 
Racquette, that I saw, was made possible 
by the 44th Division using assault boats 
to complete the span. Many improvised 
shelters and means of concealment were 
ingeniously devised, In passing through 
the Ist Division on the night of the 20th 
I had great difficulty in locating any 
units, they had concealed themselves so 
well. All divisions on both sides-——the 
26th, 43rd and Ist on the Black-—and the 
27th, 44th, 29th, 28th, 22nd and Disque’s 
mobile force (comprising a combat team 
from the 27th Division) on the Blue side 

were involved in special operations 
which I cannot recite in the time avail- 
able. They all showed great energy and 
spirit and resourcefulness. In practically 





all units food reached the troops in rea- 
sonable time. However, there were de- 
fects—some serious—which were to be 
expected under the limitations of our sys- 
tem of training. I will point out some of 
these in the following remarks. 


Special Comments 

“My personal observations of the entire 
three weeks of our training have been 
very extensive, covering personal talks 
with men of all ranks of the Army. As 
I announced in the opening conference— 
‘we are here to learn and not to test’- 
my remarks at this conference are intend- 
ed in that spirit and not to criticize. 

“(1) There has been marked improve- 
ment by the whole command over last 
year’s maneuver. The movement to and 
making of camps as well as the handling 
of base camps and transportation have 
been well done. On the roads and in the 
exercises the handling of transportation, 
and in most cases concealment, have been 
excellent. 

“(2) The spirit and conduct of the com- 
mand are most gratifying and are super- 
ior. 

“(3) The higher commanders and 
staffs have met their problems excellent- 
ly. In most cases their headquarters or- 
ganization was well teamed and fune- 
tioned to advantage. However, in the 
lower units weaknesses were evident due 
to inadequate practical training. There 
can be improvement in these subjects in 
smaller units: 

“Basic tactical training—patrolling 
security measures—connecting groups— 
securing and transmitting information 
and many fundamental tactical forma- 
tions. More frequent practical exercises 
are needed, 

“The High Command has done better 
this year in keeping the lower ranks in- 
formed of the situation. However, there 
is still room for improvement. 

“The advent of the motor and the catch 
phrases coming from the Buropean war 
have given many an erroneous conception 
of actual battle—they appear to visualize 
battle as consisting primarily of motoring 
instead of fighting by a combination of 
fire superiority and tactical movements. 
As one of our famous generals put it 
they do a lot of ‘blitzing’ but little 
‘krieging.’ 

“(4) Some headquarters improvised 
mobile advance command posts with 
trucks covered with canvas, which ap- 
peared excellent. We need such mobile 
C.1"s. for brigades, divisions and corps. 

“(5) We need more experience in co- 
operative work between air and ground 
forces, especially in combat. We have had 
one of the first experiences along these 
lines, which IT am sure will develop in the 
future, 

“(6) Conservation of manpower was 
neglected both at headquarters and in 
fighting units. Too many commanders ex- 
pected all officers and all men to be at 
work or in the fight all the time. A sue- 
cessful commander is generally one who 
has fresh forces available for the crisis of 
combat, Advance guards, outposts and 
other security forces fail in their pri- 
mary purpose if they do not insure rest, 
ete., to the main forces, 

“(7) We must guard against the dan- 
ger of the ‘combat team’ system destroy- 
ing the fire power of artillery and lead- 
ing to undue dispersion of forces and the 
failure to provide for adequate reserves, 
Distance between self-supporting units, 
such as divisions, may be large temporar- 
ily, but over-extended deployments within 
divisions risk defeat due to the absence 
of adequate local resistance. From this 
viewpoint many of our deployments were 
over-extended and lacked desirable depth, 

“(8) Our exercises of last year, as well 
as the present one, demonstrated the 
value of mobile motorized forces capable 
of rapid swings around flanks or to gain 
terrain advantages. Every large force 
needs such a unit. The lack of tanks to 
supplement such a force was a serious 
handicap. So, also, was the absence of 
any speedy reconnaissance units for corps 
and divisions. 

“(9) The air defense command system 
is a sound conception and under the cir 
cumstances of our exercise has demon- 
strated its value. General Chaney and 
his group of air fighters, ground anti-air-

The winners of this match and the 
Infantry-Cavalry Trophy, presented for 
the first time this year, were the U, 8S. 
Infantry Team No. 1 with the most out- 
standing seore of 1362 x 1500, The team

But the 
havocs of nature are not so easily for- 
gotten, a tour of the Island will reveal a 
Post very different from the one a visitor 
would have seen before the event. 

“Stand by for a hurricane which is ex- 
pected to hit either this afternoon or this 
evening’ was the message phoned to all 
occupants of quarters about 10:00 a.m. 
Sunday morning, 11 Aug., and their first 
intimation of what was coming, although 
already fiercely howling winds seemed to 
forecast something unusual. 

Awnings, windows, screens secured, 
there seemed nothing to do but wait. Be- 
fore the morning was over all electric 
power and telephone communication had 
been shut off as well as the water supply. 

The storm seemed to reach the height 
of its violence about 3 p.m. Tree branches 
which had hitherto been flying around 
were replaced by whole trees torn up by 
their roots and falling on all sides. 
Shingles from roofs, ventilators, chimney 
pots, flew by and garages either collapsed 
or were swept completely away. 

‘Tents in which Marines were quartered 
on the Main Station and at the Rifle 
Range were swept away, the roof of the 
Post dock and one causeway to it went 
completely. 

The rising tide brought the water right 
up to the front porches of the waterfront 
quarters from which occupants were 
evacuated wading waist deep through 
water and debris. 

By 6 p.m. it was practically impossible 
to reach the Main Station from the West 
Quarters and Fourth Defense Battalion 
Barracks, so deep was the water. Row 
boats floated in the middle of the Parade 
ground, and one of the lighters was gayly 
exploring the then watery territory 
around Headquarters, 

The new brick barracks on the Main 
station were stretched to capacity ac- 
commodating not only all the Marines 
whose tents had been swept away but 
Otflicers and their families evacuated from 
quarters, 

As night fell the wind abated but the 
rain continued to fall and pretty soon 
occupants of West Station quarters were 
running around frantically with sauce- 
pans and bowls trying to catch the many 
leaks from their ceilings. 

Jame the dawn, a damp and chilly one 
with everyone feeling they would never 
be dry again but thankful to be safe and 
anxious to get out and witness the extent 
of the damage, 

A gigantic job of serving hot breakfast 
to everyone was managed at the Main 
Station, the Fourth Defense Battalion 
and the Rifle Range Mess. Then, while 
officers and men immediately set in to 
restore order to the Post, lady and chil- 
dren camera enthusiasts were every- 
where, 

Parris Island with its dangling tele- 
phone wires, shattered posts, and ruined 
gardens and roof-tops was indeed a 
strange sight. The total collapse of the 
old aviation hangers meant a sad loss for 
those who had furniture and other be- 
longings stowed there. 

Today, with some degree of normalacy 
restored to life, it is pretty well agreed 
— one hurricane is enough for a life- 
time. 


Walsh Against Long Enlistments 


During debate in the United States 
Senate on the compulsory military service 
bill on 20 Aug., Senator David I, Walsh, 
of Mass., declared, “Mr. President, I pro- 
test vigorously against the action taken 
by the Navy Department within a year 
to increase the period of enlistment from 
4 to 6 years. * * * In my opinion, the 
period ought to be not more than three 
years. The number of reenlistments would 
not change very greatly, but I think it is 
indefensible to close every avenue of 
progress and hope to young men of tender 
years before they have reached maturity, 
and to bind them to six years’ service to 
their country.” 








Triple Naval ROTC 

The Senate this week passed the bill 
S$. 4272, which authorizes an increase 
from 2,400 to 7,200 in the number of col- 
lege students undergoing Naval Reserve 
Officer Training Corps instruction. To 
eare for the increased number of train- 
ees, the Navy Department plans to estab- 
lish ROTC training courses at 16 univer- 
sities in addition to the 11 now in ex- 
istence, 

In reporting the bill to the Senate, the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee said in 
part: 

“The Navy is now in need of more Reserve 
officers for line duties, and the future require- 
ments for the expanded naval program are 
far greater than can be provided under the 
present authorized enrollment in the Naval 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

“To meet mobilization requirements in 
1944 for the expanded naval program, it is 
recommended that the present authorized en- 
rollment of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps be increased now from 2,400 to 7,- 
200. If this increase is authorized and funds 
can be made available at an early date, it will 
permit the establishment of additional units 
and the expansion of certain existing units, 
thus producing a much needed increase in 
the annual output of Naval Reserve Officers 
beginning in the fiscal year 1944. This in- 
crease would be absorbed by gradual annual 
increases over a period of 5 years and would 


produce, in 1944, 1,118 graduates for the 
Naval Reserve, an increase of 663 over the 
present program, and in 1945, 1,586, an in- 


crease of 1,131 over the present program. 

“If this legislation is delayed, the expan- 
sion of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps will be delayed and the first increase 
in graduates will not be realized until 1945 
instead of 1944, 

“The committee is of the opinion that the 
enactment of this bill will further the na- 
tional defense by providing additional Re- 
serve officers for the Navy in case of mobili- 
zation and that it will be of benefit to the 
students to be enrolled.”

Additional Midshipmen 

The Senate, on 19 Aug., passed the bill 
S. 4271, which provides that young men 
who took the examination for entrance 
to the Naval Academy this year and also 
in 1939, who did not succeed in getting 
appointments, but did pass the examina- 
tion as first or second alternates, shall be 
admitted to the United States Naval 
Academy in September, 1940. 

In reporting the bill to the Senate, the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee stated: 

“The purpose of the bill is to authorize a 
temporary increase in the number of mid 
shipmen at the United States Naval Academy. 
The bill provides: 

“That until 14 Sept. 19410, the President 
is authorized to appoint as additional mid 
shipmen at large at the Naval Academy those 
competitive and alternate candidates desig 
nated for admission in the calendar years 1939 


and 1840 who were found mentally qualified 
therefore prior to the date of this Act but 
were not accepted for reasons other than 


physical disqualification.’ 

“The expansion of the naval forces which 
is now under way, and contemplated, makes 
it mandatory that steps be taken immediately 
to the end that adequate officer personnel will 
be available when the building program is 
completed. 

“An immediate source of qualified candi 
dates for the Naval Academy is available from 
among those applicants who passed the re 
quired mental examinations for entrance in 
June 1939 and 1H0, but were denied admis- 
sion because of reasons other than physical 
disqualification.

Under Secretary of the Navy 

Mr. James V. Forrestal was sworn into 
office 22 Aug. as Under Secretary of the 
Navy. The oath of office was administered 
to Mr. Forrestal by the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, Rear Adm. Walter 
B. Woodson, USN, in the presence of the 
Chiefs of Bureaus and Officers of the Navy 
Department. 

The office of Under Secretary was 
established by Act of Congress 20 June 
1940, “Providing for the Reorganization 
of the Navy Department and for other 
purposes.” 

“See, 3. The President of the United States 
is hereby authorized, in his discretion, to 
appoint from civil life, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, an Under 
Secretary in the Department of the Navy to 
serve during any national emergency declared 
by him to exist, including the present limited 
emergency, The Under Secretary of the Navy 
shall perform such duties as may be pre 
scribed by the Secretary of the Navy or re 
quired by law and shall be next in succession 
to the Secretary of the Navy during his ab 
sence or disability or in the event of a tempo 
rary vacancy in that office. The compensation 
of the Under Secretary of the Navy shall be 
at the rate of $10,000 per annum. The Assist 
ant Secretary of the Navy, next after the 
Under Secretary of the Navy, shall hereafter 
succeed to the duties of the Secretary of the 
Navy during his absence or disability or in 
the event of a temporary vacancy in that 
office.” 

On the oceasion of an official visit of 
the Under Secretary to a naval vessel or 
a naval station, he will receive a salute 
of 17 guns on arrival and also on depart- 
ure. Secretary Knox has issued the fol- 
lowing order establishing the personal 
flag for the Under Secretary: 

“The flag of the Under Secretary of the 
Navy shall be similar to that of the Secretary 
of the Navy. The field shall be red and the 
stars and anchor white.” 

The flag of the Secretary which was 
established in its present form in 1876 
is blue with a white fouled anchor and 
four white stars.

ONLY THE BLIND CAN FAIL TO SEE that the United States is moving rapidly 
toward participation in the world strugzle. “short of war” have 
expanded to measures at the point of war. We have engaged in a defensive alliance 
with Canada; we are leasing bases in British possessions in this hemisphere ; 


Measures been 
we have 
supplied government munitions to England, and are preparing to reenforce the British 
Navy with overage destroyers, a preliminary to the dispatch of more powerful vessels 
and complementary aircraft, to its aid. We are mobilizing the Americas in opposition 
to the Axis Powers, notified them that acts of war must not occur within a specified 
war zone in this hemisphere, and are patrolling this zone to protect all the Muropean 
possessions within it. We are insisting upon the maintenance of the pre-war status 
of the Far Kast, and thereby are running counter of Japan’s aspirations. 

In the light of these facts, of Fifth Column activities and threats of sabotage, 
it is imperative that the Nation instantly remove all obstacles in the way of the 
creation of a military, naval and air machine so powerful that it surely will bring 
victory. This is no time for quibbling. That is fraught with disaster. Opponents of 
conscription say they are for defense, but they want their particular kind, disregard 
ing the lesson of England, and the advice of the High Commands of the Army and 
Navy. The Services are suffering from competition with the British and each other 
in munitions, when a central control should exist to require cooperation. Naval 
progress is stopped by the profit limitation of the Vinson-Trammell Act, which makes 
Army and British orders more attractive, and Industry, fearing bankruptcy, is re- 
luctant to build munitions plants that will be useless after the war is over, unless 
the Government permit speedy amortization. 

These log-jams in the stream of our defense activity cannot be tolerated. They 
are delaying gravely the development of our man power and our machine power. 
Moreover, after we get the men and the machines, they must be trained so as to 
achieve «a coordination, certainly equal to that which thus far has enabled Germany 
to conquer. Time thus has become the essence of our safety. It is too precious to 
wait on politics, Congress should adopt without further discussion the recommenda- 
tions of the men who are charged with the responsibility of our defense. That would 
be a powerful answer to Hitler's sneers that Democracy does not work, 


THANKS TO THE FIRM DIPLOMACY of Admiral Hart the “last crack in the 
Open Door” of China has been saved from closure, That crack is the Whangpoo River 
waterfront and docks at which foreign cargoes for China can be unloaded without 
Japanese supervision, the central area of the International Settlement in which are 
located most of the foreign banking and business establishments, American news- 
paper offices, the American Club, offices of the Municipal Council, and the West 
Hongkew Sector wherein function the courts controlled by the Chung King Govern- 
ment. It was insisted by the Japanese that the Defense Sector, which the British are 
evacuating, should pass under their control as a necessary addition to their means of 
bringing an end to the war against Chiang-Kai-Shek. They had expected to achieve 
this result through the seniority of Rear Admiral Takeda, commander of the Japanese 
Shanghai naval garrison, who ranked Colonel Peck, the efficient Commanding officer 
of the 4th Regiment, U. S. Marines. To their surprise, however, Admiral Hart ap- 
peared just before a meeting of the defense Commanders, and thereby superseded 
Admiral Takeda as senior officer. He came not in the Augusta, but in a submarine, a 


gentle hint of our underwater power in Asiatic waters. The discussions which im- 
mediately followed his arrival, resulted in a division of the British sector, which is 
entirely satisfactory to Washington, but not to Tokyo. The State Department has 
announced that it will back up the Admiral, an essential decision if the coast of 
China is not to be shut against us, and the principle of the Open Door destroyed. 
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Revenge

Labor Relations Board the agency to pro- 
tect the employees’ interest, and lodged 
this power in the District Attorney of the 
district where the private employer main- 
tains his place of business, with instruc- 
tions that the District Attorney shall 
prosecute any case of an employer re- 
fustng to rehire a Guardsman or Re- 
servist at no cost and with expedition.

The text of the bill follows: 





To strengthen the common defense and to 
authorize the President to order members and 
units of reserve components and retired per

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Foreign Affairs—Of tremendous significance to the United States and the World is 
the following series of co-related events of occurrence during the past week : 

1—The announcement of the presence in London of an American military, naval 
und air mission. 

2—The expressed willingness of Great Britain to lease to the United States, naval 
and air bases in the Western Hemisphere and to allow free use of her buses in the 
War East. 

3—The implementation of a mutual defense pact between the United States and 
Canada. 

4—The denunciation of Germany by Ambassador Bullitt and his endorsement of 
the proposal of General Pershing that over-age destroyers be sold to Great Britain, 
this with the implied approval of the President and the State Department. 

5—The emphatic character of the notification to Germany that she will be held 
responsible if the American Legion should be lost on her voyage to the United States, 

6—The endorsement by Wendell Willkie, the Republican presidential candidate, 
of the President's policy of material aid to Great Britain. 

The inevitable conclusion to be drawn from these developments is that the United 
States has moved to the point where it is committed to assist the British Empire in the 
war with Germany. Its mission in London obviously is discussing military, naval and 
air cooperation with representatives of the Army, the Admiralty and the Air of the 

‘British Government, It is engaged in similar discussions with the British Dominion 
to the North of us, and is likely to take over the sea patrol of Canada, thus releasing 
British warships for service in the waters surrounding the United Kingdom. As the 
lessee of bases in British possessions, including Bermuda and Trinidad, it has assumed 
protection of those possessions from German or Italian attack, which further releases 
British ships and troops for duty in Europe, Africa and Asin. Added to the material 
support these acts give, are the belligerent declarations of an Ambassador, who has 
been the close advisor of the President on foreign affairs, and the peremptory attitude 
of the United States with respect to the American Legion. Finally, there is the Ae- 
ceptance Speech of Mr. Willkie, which demonstrates American unity in respect of 
ussistance to Great Britain. 

The reason given for the pact with Canada is the necessity for guarding our own 
defense and the obligation upon us to enforce the Monroe Doctrine. A like reason is 
advanced for our acceptance of the British proposal to establish bases in British 
possessions. The British, however, are litthe concerned with the reason. In their 
desperate plight, as evidenced by their evacuation of Somali Land in the fact of an 
Italian advance, they are willing to make concessions for American support, which 
would not have been dreamed of a year ago, Alone, and inadequately armed, they are 
fighting stubbornly the victorious Axis Powers, aware that they must have aid in order 
to survive. They cannot get it in Europe, which is under the domination of their 
enemies, nor from Japan, which is consistently taking advantage of their weakness. 
Because of the ties which exist between them and the United States, because of the 
interests in common between us, because of the sympathy the American people have for 
them, which has been expressed in material as well as verbal form, they have come to 
the hard decision to approve their greatest Dominion entering into a defensive alliance 
with us and to place under our protection their Caribbean Sea dependencies. It may be 
their wish also that a like alliance shall be made by the United States and Australia, 
und, perhaps, also with South Africa ; at least the Canadian pact is a precedent for such 
agreements. If the former should be entered into, it would arouse Japan, which dreams 
of hegemony over the South Seas of the Pacific, and our disputes with which have been 
intensified by the insistence of Admiral Hart upon our control of a part of the conces- 
sion at Shanghai, which the British are evacuating Defensive alliances with the several 
Dominions would be regarded in Berlin and Rome as in fact a defensive alliance with 
the British Empire, and probably would cause them to look upon us as a belligerent. 
That status they do not want to give us because they are anxious to defer total assis- 
tance by us to Great Britain until she is approaching defeat. 

Doubtless what they fear is that the British Government will transfer its Capital 
to Ottawa. Under the Monroe Doctrine, as well as the Canadian pact, this would mean 
that we would have to extend our protection to it. That, of course, would involve us 
in the war to the full extent recommended by Admiral Standley in his forceful radio 
address last week. Whether the Churchill Ministry finds it necessary to transfer the 
Capital from London, this fact stands out: That by permitting its Dominion and its 
western possessions to pass under the protection of the United States, the British 
Kmpire has abandoned forever any thought of hostile action against us, and, in fact, 
has moved to the point of identification of her interests with our own. It is reenlled 
that before France surrendered, Churchill proposed a union of the two Governments. 
The time may come when he will make a similar proposal to us, It may be forced by 
the bombing of England and by the illegal blockade announced by the Reich, under 
Which ships may be sunk without warning. If it be made and if it be accepted, the 
world will see an Empire greater than any which history has known.

Medical Administrative Corps—After more than 40 years’ Army 
Thomas M. England, MAC, will be retired from active duty on 31 Oct. 1fHMO, when 
reaches the stautory age of 64 years. Captain England is one of the participants 
the Yellow Fever investigations in Cuba. He is carried on the “Roll of Honor" 
the Army Register, and is the recipient of a gold medal, pursuant to an Act of Ca 
gress. Captain England, now on duty at Headquarters, Second Corps Area, Govern 
Island. New York, was born in Chillicothe, Ohio. He enlisted in the Army on 6 Ja 
1899, and was sent to Cuba, serving at Havana, at Columbia Barracks, Camp La 
and at Tlamilton Barracks, in Cuba. He was commissioned in the Medical Administn 
tive Corps on 1 July 1920, The citation in the “Roll of Honor” in the Army Registe 
reads: “Thomas M. England enlisted for the Spanish War and came to Cuba wit 
the VIE Army Corps. He volunteered for the experiments at Camp Lazear and 
underwent the trying ordeal of sleeping 20 nights in the bed formerly occupied by: 
yellow-fever patient, and in the garment worn by him. His head lay on a tow 
stained with the blood of a case of yellow-fever. He remained in the Army, servi 
in all the non-commissioned grades of the Medical Department and won his co 
mission in that department during the World War.”

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Flight Testing——A new method of accelerated flight testing of an airplane, whia 
takes the place of the more leisurely service testing of a new type, was recent 
tried out at Wright Field with significant success, The airplane was the P-40, 
cerning which if was desired to obtain definite airplane and engine data under strict! 
controled flying conditions. In order that these data might be obtained, seven net 
P40 airplanes were ordered from Langley Field to Patterson Field, where the testi 
was to take place. Twenty-cight officers were directed to report to Wright Field tof 
them. Airpline, engine and propeller manufacturers were requested to send rep 
sentatives for the test period in order that, should difliculties be encountered, thes 
would be on hand to get in direct communication with their companies to sugtet 
changes or corrections for models in present production. 

One hundred and fifty hours was the flying time determined upon as logical for 
yielding the information required. Under the proposed plan, each of these airplane 
was to be given a 150-hour service testing in as brief a time as possible, Hach W* 
to be flown continuously from 5:00 a.m. to 8:15 p.m. each day. In order to accot 
plish this, three officers were assigned to each airplane. The tirst oflicer flew from 
5:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. The second officer tlew from 1:00 p.m. to 8:15 p. m. Te 
third officer rested that day. Thus, each officer, after approximately eight hours” 
straight flying, had a day and a half of rest. With this rotation the tests for the 
seven P-40's were completed in the brief period of three weeks. 

Thirty enlisted men were provided by Patterson Field to perform the necessity 
service and maintenance work to keep the airplanes in the air, and their cooperatlt! 
and interest contributed greatly to the success of the plan. All of the officers whe 
served as pilots, with the exception of Captains C, KE, Hughes and J. A. Bulger, we 
second lieutenants, the youngest having had about a year's experience in tact 
flying. The men were chosen carefully with a view to their fitness for the task, the 
idea being that the vounger and less experienced officers, where considered personal 
suitable for the job, would obtain an accelerated flying experience for themselves ® 
well as for the airplane.

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ty in “Safety Zone”—It will be interesting to see whether among the naval 
jases to be ceded to the United States by Great Britain is Nassau in the Bahamas, 
here the Duke and Duchess of Windsor have taken up official residence. Since the 
ggnouncement of the appointment of the Duke to the governorship of the Bahamas, 
there has been a great deal of gossip in naval circles as to the reasons why the 
purchill Ministry gave him this assignment. While what is considered a sufficient 
gard has been provided for Their Highnesses the possibility has not been lost sight 
of that a German submarine might land a small detachment, and attempt to kidnap 
jim. Were such an attempt successful, Hitler would have in his possession distin- 
gished prisoners which would embarrass seriously the Churchill Ministry with the 
pritish people, and enable him to make threats if he regarded German captives as 
iitreated, Which London could not afford to overlook, Probably a sufficient patrol 
is maintained to guard against any landing in the vicinity of Nassau, and doubtless, 
wo, there entered into British calculations the fact that invasion of the safety zone 
wstablished by the Americas would be considered by the people of the United States 
ys an affront and should the Duke and Duchess be captured, they would demand 
their release. During the Civil War, Nassau was an important base for bleckade run 
yrs, and as a port of call might be of some value now to the American Navy. If it 
should by any chance be selected as a base, or if a Marine detachment should be 
anded there, it would mean that the Duke and Duchess will pass under American 
yrotection for the duration of the war. 
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Aireraft Production—Grim experience has brought home to the British Government 
ad their people the importance of air power in war. This fact was attested 
jy Winston Churchill in the report on Britain's situation which he made to 
Parliament this week. “The longer it (the struggle) continues,” he said, “the more 
rapid will be our approach, first, toward the parity, and then into that superiority 
inthe air upon which, in a large measure, the decision of the war depends.” German 
wmbers have been unloading their missles upon merchant ships carrying food and 
esential materials to England. They have been destroying docks at which those 
cargoes must be discharged. They have been attacking naval bases at whieh warships 
are being built and repaired. They have been targeting airdromes and fields, from 
which planes must take off and land. They have been blowing up or firing factories, 
which turn out the planes and tanks and guns and other munitions necessary to 
wplace those lost in France or those damaged in the siege of England. They have 
een spraying the wheatfields of the “Tight Little Isle.” and thus reducing the harvest. 
While Churchill said that Britain has more warships and cargo vessels today than 
fore the war, while he claimed that the stocks of food on hand were greater than 
in peace time, and the output of factories is pouring forth, nevertheless he recognizes 
that Britain must secure preponderance in the air if she is to survive. Coupled with 
the defeat of France, what the British Prime Minister said becomes of vital interest 
ty the United States. The Air has become an Arm that contributes enormously to 
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the people attacked to continue resistance. Churchill claims that British airplane

Army Surgeons General xamination of the recently published Chiefs of the Medi- 
cal Department, U.S. Army, 1775-1940, by Col, James M. Phalen, USA-Ret., reveals 
some interesting statistical data concerning the twenty-five (25) Surgeon Generals of 
the Army. Bach of them served ina war, and half of them in two. Surgeons General 
Church, Morgan, Shippen, Cochran, Craik, and Tilton served in the Revolution (24%). 
Surgeons General Tilton, Lovell, and Lawson in the War of 1812 (12%). 
Surgeons General Lawson, Finley, Barnes, Crane and Murray served in the Mexican 
War (20%). Surgeons General Finley, Hammond, Barnes, Crane, Murray, Moore, 
Baxter, Sutherland, Sternberg, Forwood and O'Reilly served in the War Between the 
States (44%). Surgeons General Sternberg, Forwood, O'Reilly, Torney, Gorgas and 
Ireland served in the Spanish American War (244%). Surgeons General Gorgas, Ire- 
land, Patterson, Reynolds and Magee served in the World War (20%). The Surgeons 
Tilton, Lawson, Finley, Barnes, Crane, Murray,

General who served in two wars are:

Hight of these officers were from Pennsylvania, four (4) from Maryland, two

Naval Activities Along Potomae—Further expansion of the lower Potomac and 
Chesapeake Bay as naval ordnance experimental areas was indicated last week 
when it was disclosed that the waters between Piney Point and Point Lookout, Md., 
long unoflicially used for Navy experiments, had been set uside as a torpedo-range 
to complement existing facilities at Newport, R. I. 

With the reactivation of the wartime Naval Torpedo Station at Alexandria, Va., 
also on the Potomac, the need for adjacent torpedo-ranges became increasingly press- 
ing. In view of the convenient proximity of the area designated not only to Alexandria 
but to other naval ordnance facilities at Dahlgren and Indian Head, the selection 
appeared logical. Previously, Piney Point waters had often sheltered warships on 
experimental or training missions ranging from radio to Naval Reserve work. 

While ordnance activity along the Potomac progressed at increased tempo, that 
of the Marine Corps at Quantico also went forward, As a result of projects now afoot 
to assign at least a division of flush-decked destroyers to the Corps for duty as fast 
transports, it is believed that some of these may operate with the First Marine Bri- 
gade, as did the Manley, first light transport of this class, which remained per- 
manently in Quantico. In any event, the exclusive assignment of various types of 
ships to the Fleet Marine Force will occasion much greater water-traflic to and from 
Quantico. 


Aerial Transport of Wounded—lntense interest has been shown by the Army Medical 
Department in the use by the German Medical Corps of ambulance planes for the 
transportation of wounded soldiers, a means of transport extensively employed during 
the Polish campaign. Through the courtesy of Lt. Gen. Friedrich von Boetticher, 
German military attache, who sent for copies of medical literature pertaining to the 
subject, the Army was able to obtain and translate a series of articles which have been 
appearing in the Military Surgeon and the Air Corps News Letter, and which have 
been mentioned before in the AkRMy AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

The Germans have employed three-engined cabin planes, heated, carrying eight 
severe casualties and two lighter ones. Special stretcher fittings permit the carrying 
of a wounded man from the dressing station of the field hospital to his bed at the base 
hospital without moving him from his stretcher, In practice, the ambulance planes 
were operated in squadrons of three, some of which were able to make three flights 
a day between the front and the base hospital, each squadron transporting during the 
day 72 severely wounded and 1S less severely injured, No cases of ill effects were 
attributed to plane transportation, save those entailed by lack of oxygen and of medical 
supervision for a few critical cases. 

The United States Army has no ambulance planes. It has at times employed Air 
Corps transport airplanes for this purpose, but this is subject to several disadvantages. 
One is that the Air Corps will probably need its transports at the same time the Medical 
Department desires their use as ambulances. Another is that it is difficult adequately 
to mark the transport plane as a hospital plane on short notice—an importance con- 
sideration if the ambulance plane is liable to come into contact with the enemy. 


Defense Housing—President Roosevelt this week took further action to relieve serious 
housing shortages threatening to obstruct the National Defense program, approving 
loans and allocations of $13,773,000 of U. 8. Housing Authority funds to build 3,601 
homes for families of defense workers in eight vital defense centers. The loans, total- 
ing $6,548,000, were to four local housing authorities to construct 1,876 homes for 
families attached to three Naval stations and one Army post. In addition, allocations 
totaling $7,225,000 were made to the War and Navy Departments for construction by 
these departments of 1,725 homes at three other Naval stations and an Army post. 

The projects to be constructed by local housing authorities are in or adjacent to 
cities which can use them to rehouse families from the slums after the defense emer- 
gency has passed. The projects to be built by the Navy and War Departments will be 
situated too far from cities with housing authorities to undertake them under such a 
plan. 

The loans and allocations approved today bring the total amount set aside for 
defense housing to $20,748,000, which will provide 5,575 dwellings for married enlisted 
men and workers in defense activities in 13 communities. The loans approved today 
are as follows: Bremerton, Wash.—Loan of $2,008,000 to the Housing Authority of 
the City of Bremerton for two projects, recommended by the Navy Department, total- 
ing 600 dwellings near the Puget Sound Navy Yard. Charleston, 8. C.—Loan of $1,- 
416,000 to the Housing Authority of the City of Charleston for project, recommended 
by the Navy Department, of 400 dwellings near the Charleston Navy Yard. Columbus, 
Ga.—Loan of $2,024,000 to the Housing Authority of Columbus for project, recom- 
mended by the War Department, of 614 dwellings near Ft. Benning. Newport, R. I.— 
Loan of $1,105,000 to the Housing Authority of the City of Newport for project, recom- 
mended by the Navy Department, of 262 dwellings near the Newport Naval Station. 

The allocations, to provide for development of projects by the War and Navy De- 
partments with funds transferred by the United States Housing Authority,, were made

$1,625,000 for 325 dwellings at Anchorage, Aiaska, where a large air 
base is under construction. Navy—$1,600,000 for 400 dwellings in the Panama Canal 
Zone. Navy—41,600,000 for 400 dwellings at the Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard. Navy— 
$2,400,000 for 606 dwellings at the Mare Island, Calif., Navy Yard. 


Army Air Corps—On 3 July, McChord Field was officially dedicated in conjunction 
with the opening of the Narrows Bridge by the City of Tacoma, Washington. The 
Narrows Bridge is considered a vital link of military significance between the army 
posts at Ft. Lewis, McChord Field and the Navy Yard at Bremerton, Wash. 

McChord Field covers an area of approximately 2,000 acres, of which 989 acres, 
formerly comprising the old Tacoma Airport, were donated to the Government by the 
citizens of Pierce County. Additional land lying to the south was purchased by the 
Government, thereby bringing the field contiguous to the 62,000 acres of the Ft. Lewis 
Military Reservation. There are four runways in the landing field so laid out that 
take-offs and landings may be made in any direction. The principal runway, lying 
northeast and southwest, the directior of the prevailing winds, is one of the longest 





in the United States. A characteristic unique to McChord Field is the glacial] Moraine 


on Which the field is located. This geological formation provides a solid base and ey. 
cellent natural drainage, which are of distinct advantages in the construction of a 


flying field. 


The enlisted men’s barracks, accommodating 1,300 men, is one of the largest gy) 
most modern in the country. The consolidated mess, 80 feet wide and 220 feet lon; 
an unusual feature in barracks construction, has capacity to feed the entire command

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Senate Group Favors 
Emergency Promotions 


The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
jis week reported favorably a bill, 8S. 
yor, which provides an amendment to 
ihe National Defense Act to authorize 
wmporary promotions in the United 
sates Army in time of emergency de- 
dared by the President of the Congress. 
the Defense Act already authorizes tem- 
rary promotions in time of war. 
secretary of War Henry L. Stimson, in 
requesting the legislation, declared that 
she Army is short 2,200 captains for duty 
with tactical organizations and 57 gen- 
val officers for important command and 
ractical assignments. 

Appearing before the committee this 
yeek General George C. Marshall, Chief 
of Staff urged passage of the bill, declar- 
ing “I am of the opinion that the provi- 
jon of temporary rank appropriate to 
wsponsibility and command is one of the 
ost important matters now confronting 
the War Department.” 

In reporting the measure, the commit- 
ve stated : 

“Legal authority now exists by which 
Reserve officers, including officers of the 
National Guard of the United States 
wdered into the Federal service, can be 
given temporary promotion in time of 
yeace or War under the conditions con- 
templated in the proposed amendment. 
juthority for granting temporary rank to 
oficers of the Regular Army is limited to 
time of war. 

“The purpose of this bill is to extend 
tothe Regular Army, during a period of 
national emergency determined by the 
President or declared by Congress, the 
same authority for temporary promotion 
that has been granted for the Officers’ Re- 
verve Corps and the National Guard of 
the United States, thus placing all com- 
ponents of the Army of the United States 
in the same status with respect to tem- 
porary promotion. 

*The factor of time is an all-important 
consideration in the present expansion of 
the Military Establishment, and to gain 
miximum results with a minimum ex- 
wenditure of time it is essential that the 
hest leadership available be placed im- 
mediately where it is most needed. 

“For the first time in its history this 
country in time of peace is engaged in 
serious preparation to insure the national 
security, and failure or delay in the utili- 
mation of available personnel to the best 
possible advantage would be a costly and 
inexcusable error. 

“A sufficient number of competent offi- 
cers are available, but key positions can- 
not be satisfactorily filled by the normal 
peacetime seniority rule. At present the 
Armored Corps, two armored divisions 
ind seven infantry divisions, are com- 
manded by brigadier generals. Many col- 
onels are commanding brigades and simi- 
lar units, and a large proportion of the 
company units are commanded by lieu- 
tenants. A junior officer cannot command 
in organization to which an officer senior 
tohim is assigned, and if selected to do 
8 because of special qualifications, the 
personnel in that unit senior to him must 
he reassigned elsewhere. This procedure 
is wasteful and destructive of morale. It 
can be obviated to the benefit of the Gov- 
ernment and all others concerned with- 
out, in most cases, any additional cost by 
granting temporary rank commensurate 
with the assignment.” 

In a letter to the committee urging pas- 
Sage of the measure, General Marshall 
Stated : 

“The Regular Army is in process of ex- 
panding from a strength of 227,000 to 375,000 
without any corresponding increase in perma- 
hent commissioned personnel. It is essential, 
therefore, that we have authority to utilize 
our present officer crops to the best advan- 
‘age, Officers with knowledge, initiative, 
drive, and leadership must be placed in im- 
portant command and staff positions. We 
have the officers, and they can be so placed 
Provided authority is granted to select and 
attribute them without the normal peace- 
me restrictions as to seniority; in other 
a to give them adequate rank to insure 

fective execution of assigned functions. Such 
Authority now exists in wartime. It should 
Also exist during an emergency.

erals. A number of colonels are performing 
the functions of general officers. All of these 
officers should be given appropriate tempo 
rary rank in order that the Army may de 
velop in a normal, efficient manner. This un 
fortunate situation is not limited to the 
higher grades. There is a shortage at the 
present time of approximately 2,300 company 
commanders. We have available a like num 
ber of young first lieutenants of from 3 to 10 
years’ experience who should be those com 
pany commanders and who should hold the 
temporary and appropriate rank of captain. 

“IT returned yesterday from an inspection 
trip of troop concentrations in Minnesota, 
Washington, and Louisiana and of important 
organizational activities at a number of points 
including Fort Lewis and Fort Benning. As 
a partial result of this inspection, I am of the 
opinion that the provision of temporary rank 
appropriate to responsibility and command is 
one of the most important matters now con 
fronting the War Department. Leadership in 
the field and especially during the hurried 
organization of the urgently needed new units 
must not depend on seniority, meaning age. 
The cost of the proposed legislation is negli 


gible, not exceeding $60,000 for the fiscal year | 


1941. 

“In urging that prompt action be taken on 
this important legislation, I desire to add 
that it has the full approval of the President, 
who, as Commander-in-Chief, is aware of the 
difficulties of the situation.”

Appropriation Bill 

The Second Supplemental National De 
fense Appropriation Bill for 1941, carry 
ing a total of $5,023,169.277 in cash and 
contractual authority for the War and 
Navy Departments was reported favor 
ably by the Senate Appropriations Com 
mittee this week. In reporting the mea 
sure, the committee added S34507,320 
to the amount approved by the House. 

The Senate increases provide for more 
Clerical help in’ Washington, $3,000,000 in 
cash and $2,000,000 in contract authority 
for construction of gasoline stowage fa 
cilities at military posts, ordnance ma- 
terial for the Navy at a cost of $7,000,000 
in cash and $15,000,000 in contractual au- 
thority, $1,350,000 for the Navy Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, 
for various Naval public works projects, 
$10,000,000 for the Navy Bureau of Acro 
nautics, part of which will be used for 
a blimp construction program, and a small 
amount for salaries for clerical assistants 
to the Undersecretary of the Navy. 

Included in the measure are funds for 
the carrying out of the Navy's program 
for radio and underwater sound equip 
ment. A separate estimate was sent to 
Congress for this purpose and was in 
cluded in the measure as reported out of 
the House Appropriations Committee and 
passed by the TLouse. 

The measure probably will not be con 
sidered by the Senate until debate is con 
cluded on the compulsory service bill. 


The Cost of Defense 

In the course of the hearings by the 
Senate Appropriations bill Senator 
Adams mentioned the huge amounts now 
heing provided for the military and com- 
mented on the “hazards of financial dis 
tress,” 

“T would like to say,” Gen. George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff declared, “that 
I agree very completely with what you 
said, despite the fact that Tam a profes 
sional soldier and Chief of Staff of the 
Army. | think it is tragic that we find 
ourselves ino a situation which requires 
the spending of these colossal amounts 
of money for purely a war-making pur 
pose, 

“LT think it is indeed unfortunate that 
the so-called enlightened peoples of the 
world should be engaged in devoting such 
a large part of their resources to non- 
productive, war-making purposes, 

“The spending of huge sums for na 
tional defense is a most serious business. 
llowever, I want to be equally frank in 
suving that I do not see any other solu 
tion at the moment. Written history is 
full of the records of the destruction of 
peace-loving, unprepared nations by 
neighbors who were guided by the policy 
of force of arms. 

“We must meet the situation that 
facing us, and T see no way of doing that 
except) by preparing. Huge sums of 
money must be spent, but that spending 
must be done in the most businesslike 
manner possible, There must be no un- 
due waste. Hasty and ill-considered ex- 
penditures must be avoided. 

“My fear is not that I am recommend- 
ing too much but rather that I may find 
ut some time in the future that I ree- 
ommended too little. In fact, if I could 
feel now that IT might expect some day 
to face an investigation for having rec- 
ommended too much, my mind would be 
more at rest than it is at present.”

Foreign Decorations 

House approved legislation which 
would grant to a number of officers and 
enlisted men of the United States Navy 
the right to wear decorations tendered 
them by foreign governments was report- 
ed favorably to the Senate this week by 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. The 
bill, THR 9S54, was transmitted to the 
Congress for enaction on 4 Feb, 1939, and 


has suffered many delays since intro 
duced, Admiral William D. Leahy, then 
chief of Naval Operations and Acting 


Secretary of the Navy, signed the letter 
of transmittal. In its present form, the 
measure prohibits any officer or enlisted 
man from receiving a medal from any 
country so long as that country is in a 
state of war. The committee stated in 
reporting the bill: 

“The majority of these decorations have 
been awarded by Latin American countries, 
since a great many United States military 
and naval missions are visiting Central and 
South American countries. Naval and mili 
tary officers from these countries are also con 
stantly visiting the United States to consult 
our Army and Navy officials, and it is diffi 
eult for them to understand why their coun 
try’s decorations are not worn by officers of 
the United States Army and Navy. 

“This misunderstanding is unfortunate es- 
pecially at the present time. It is believed 
that the enactment of this bill will be help 
ful in increasing the friendly feeling between 
the United States and various Central and 
South American countries.” 








Reserve Rank for Navy Regulars 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported favorably the bill, S. 
1246, which provides authority for the 
Navy Department to appoint) commis 
sioned warrant officers, warrant officers 
and enlisted men as officers in the Naval 
Reserve in order to utilize their services 
as officers of the Navy if an emergency 
requires rapid and eflicient expansion of 
the officer personnel of the Navy. In re- 
porting the bill, the Senate committee 
stated: 

“The purpose of the bill is to authorize the 
appointment of certain commissioned war 
rant officers, warrant officers, and enlisted 
men now in the Regular Navy to commis- 
sioned status in the Naval Reserve. 

“There are many persons of the above 
categories who, in the event of war, would be 
of greater vaiue to the Navy in the status of 
commissioned officers than in their present 
status in the Regular Navy. Section 4 of the 
Naval Reserve Act of 1938, however, prohibits 
members of the Naval Reserve from belong- 
ing to any other naval or military organiza 
tion except the Naval Militia, and legislation 
is therefore necessary to accomplish the de- 
sired result. . 

“Under the terms of the proposed legisla 


tion, which parallels the Army law, ap 
pointees would serve in the Naval Reserve 
status only during war or national emer- 


geney and, until called to occupy such status, 
continue as members of the Regular Navy. 
Upon termination of their active duty in the 
Naval Reserve they would revert to their 
status in the Regular Navy.”

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Third Army Critique 

The final critique of the Third Army 
Maneuvers was held at Alexandria, La., 
on the afternoon of 20 Aug. 

Lieutenant General 8. D. Embick, Com- 
manding the Third Army and Director of 
the maneuvers opened the critique. 

Ile was followed by Lt. Col. John 8. 
Wood, Chief of Staff of the Third Army, 
who presented a narrative account of the 
maneuvers for the purposes of orienta- 
tion. 

Maj. Gen. Albert HL. Blanding, com- 
manding the Blue Corps, presented the 
critique of the Blue operations, 

He was followed by Maj. Gen. Walter 
Krueger, commanding the Red Corps, who 
presented the Red critique. 

Maj. Gen, Herbert J. Brees, Command- 
ing General of the Kighth Corps Area, and 
Co-Director of the maneuvers, gave the 
critique of the maneuvers as a whole. 

The critique was concluded by Lieu- 
tenant General Embick. 


General Embick's Remarks 
The opening remarks of Lieutenant 


General Embick, Director of the Maneu- 
vers, follow: 

“As our maneuvers have been con- 
cluded, we have ussembled here to re- 
view the more significant events of the 
past four days in an endeavor to deter- 
mine the lessons they contain. 

“The purpose of the maneuvers was to 
provide training under field conditions for 
the units participating when employed as 
integral elements of the Corps. 

“The tirst speaker, Colonel Wood, will 
give a narrative of the exercises, He will 
be followed by the respective Corps Com- 
manders, and they in turn by General 
Brees and by myself. 

“It is desired that you keep in mind 
that our exercises were not intended as a 
competitive test of units or commanders, 
and that in the ensuing discussions we are 
concerned with events and not with ap- 
portioning praise or blame. While the 
happenings are still fresh in mind, we 
should note in what respect they showed 
the plans and methods which were used 
to have been well-conceived and executed, 
and in what respects to have been faulty.” 


General Blanding’s Views 
A resume of the critique of Maj. Gen. 


A. Hi. Blanding, Commanding the Blue 
Corps, follows : 
“As General Embick stated, this ma- 


neuver was for the purpose of training 
units to operate in large bodies and to 
train the corps in movement and in com- 
bat. 

“Not only have we secured a great deal 
of good sound information from the ma- 
neuver in that line but also have learned 
enough to assure us that we need a great 
deal more. We made mistakes and we 
know it. Instances such as a certain officer 
deciding that a road on which he had been 
ordered to work was not a desirable road 
on which to work and selecting another 
road will not work in military affairs, It 
will not work in war. 

“The 23rd Cavalry Division had a hard 
job but there were instances where they 
gave ground when they were not required 
to give ground by the control officers. Ar- 
rangements were made at the preliminary 
conference that forces would give ground 
only by the control officers’ decision or by 
mutual agreement of commanders on the 


spot. I think in many instances officers 
forgot these instructions and fell back 
needlessly. 


“The work of the Engineers and Signal 
units beth Regular and National Guard 
was commendable, They were working all 
the time and did a good job. The trattic 
situations in the corps were satisfactory 
although there were a few mixups. The 
supply system worked well and although 
there were a few men in the front lines 
that did not get every meal, that is to be 
expected in war and also in maneuvers. 

“The formation of combat teams in the 
square division similar to those of the 
triangular division is a matter of general 
interest. It was tried in the Blue Corps 
and functioned well. Time was saved in 
the transmission of orders and there was 
close cooperation between the infantry 
and artillery. 

“The principal lesson learned from the 
maneuver is the vital necessity of get- 
ting the necessary equipment for training 





and having continued training in the field. 
Corps staffs should be permanently or- 
ganized and trained to function as a 
team.” 


General Krueger 

The critique by Major General Walter 
Krueger, commanding the Red Corps, fol- 
lows: 

“The VIIL Corps Headquarters was 
necessarily improvised, due to the lack 
of formed units in the Army needed in 
such higher echelons; even with the im- 
provisation, headquarters had to fune- 
tion without all the necessary units, such 
as a corps artillery brigade headquarters 
and headquarters battery. 

“The entire personnel of the VILE Corps 
displayed enthusiasm and willingness. 
This, though commendable, is not enough. 
National Guard units in general ‘showed 
the effect of inadequate intensive field 
training but, everything considered, it is 
surprising that they did as well as they 
did.’ 

“The formal functioning of various 
headquarters appeared to be satisfactory 
‘but supervision and execution fell far 
short of what they must be if the unit is 
to function effectively in the field. This, 
of course, is almost entirely due to lack 
of intensive basic progressive training, 
and cxperience in the field. Knowledge 
of theory is not enough, actual practice 
is imperatively necessary.’ 

“Three weeks tield training is wholly 
inadequate as preparation for large scale 
maneuvers, ‘Division and corps maneu- 
vers, to be profitable, require that partici- 
pating troops be highly trained and per- 
fected in all that is required of the lower 
echelons in the field; moreover, that the 
troops be enured to hardship and field con- 
ditions. Such a condition requires, among 
other things, that Infantry be able to 
march at least 20 miles a day with full 
pack.’ 

“War requires the highest output of 
energy, initiative, tenacity of purpose, 
and leadership of commanders.’ It is pre- 
ferable, from this viwepoint, to give great- 
er latitude to higher commanders, in large 
maneuvers, although it is realized that a 
system of control is necessary. 

“Among other recommendations, it. is 
helieved that: 

“1. Corps headquarters, with essential 
corps troops, should be established perma- 
nently, with adequate signal and map re- 
production equipment, 

“2. National Guard units should be 
given intensive training leading progres- 
sively from the basic training of the in 
dividual and minor units to the higher 
units, discipline and hardening being 
stressed, The operation of higher units 
should not be attempted until all the lower 
echelons are in perfect condition. At the 
earliest possible moment, the National 
Guard should be equipped with the mod- 
ern types of weapons, equipment, and 
motor transportation. 

“3. Three-inch antiaircraft guns should 
be equipped with sights for direct laying 
in order to utilize them for anti-tank de- 
fense in addition to their normal missions. 

“4. Modern up-to-date signal equipment, 
simplitied by numbers and types, is needed 
for all units.” 

General Krueger concluded by compli- 
menting the personnel for their enthu- 
siasm, Willingness, and cooperation, and 
emphasized the fact that while he had 
made certain critical remarks, yet they 
were not in any sense reflections on any 
unit or individual but “designed to fur- 
ther the ends of the one thing that is im- 
perative, and that is the defense of our 
country.” 


General Brees’ Critique 


A resume of the critique by Maj. Gen. 
Herbert J. Brees, co-director of 3rd Army 
Maneuvers, follows: 

“The maneuvers were designed princi- 
pally for the National Guard; therefore 
most of my remarks will be directed to it. 

“It should clearly be understood that 
the Guard cannot now be judged by the 
sume standards which apply to the Regu- 
lar Army. The Regular Army man is a 
professional soldier; the National 
Guardsman can devote only his spare 
time to the Army as an avocation. 

“However, one of the most important 
assets of a soldier is his physical condi- 





tion. Three weeks is not sufficient to con- 
dition anyone for field service. Training a 
soldier is a process of gradual develop- 
ment. 

“TInnumerable instances occurred as ex- 
amples of lack of physical condition and 
of errors made in an endeavor to condi- 
tion men, which cannot be done over- 
night. 

“Generally, staff work was too slow so 
that the executing units did not always 
receive their instructions in ample time. 
There was also a lack of proper recon- 
naissance, since a tendency developed 
among some officers to make decisions 
based more on map study in their com- 
mand posts than from a study of the 
actual terrain. 

“Command posts were often placed too 
far to the rear: commanders should be 
fairly close to the front in a situation 
like the one in this maneuver. 

“When orders are issued, commanders 
and staffs must follow-through to make 
sure they are properly executed. 

“Discipline is a prime essential in any 
military organization. It can only be ob- 
tained by a commander if he knows his 
job thoroughly and deals fairly and 
squarely with his men. 

“A distinet need for additional landing 
fields was evident. It appears probable 
that the engineers will have to clear and 
prepare emergency landing fields on very 
short notice in order to take full advan- 
tage of the capabilities of the air arm. 
On these fields, airplanes should be scat- 
tered when parked, not placed wing to 


wing and thus becoming vulnerable 
massed targets to hostile combat avia- 
tion. 


“Too many messages were sent in the 
clear over the radio nets. Others were not 
completely coded. As a result, the 3rd 
Radio Intelligence Company intercepted 
many which would have given vital in- 
formation to an enemy in warfare. 
Further, too much dependence was placed 
on radio, 

“Tratlic control proved better in this 
maneuver than that held in May.” 

General Brees concluded by commend- 
ing the personnel, especially the enlisted 
men, on their enthusiasm and good spirits 
in spite of trying weather conditions, 
missed meals, and lost sleep. 


Closing Remarks 

The closing remarks of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Embick follow: 

“For many individuals and elements, 
their participation in our recent exercises 
was a first experience in the operation of 
a combined force of any considerable size. 
It was to be anticipated therefore that 
many errors would be made in organi 
vation and in execution. To discuss and 
profit by these errors is the fundamental 
purpose of such maneuvers. If they could 
he avoided by theoretical study alone 
there would be little need for field exer- 
cises, 

“The progressively smoother function 
ing of the exercises from day to day is 
evidence that commanders = generally 
were recognizing such faults as they oc¢ 
curred and correcting them in subsequent 
operations. Team-work steadily im 
proved. This was particularly noticeable 
in the improvement of the coordination 
between the artillery and infantry. 

“The faults most frequently noted by 
control officers may be summarized 
follows: 

“In many cases march discipline was 
poor. Men and vehicles were bunched in 
movements on the road, impeding traflic 
and offering favorable targets for air at 
tack. Troops were sometimes halted on 
the road for several hours without taking 
cover, Units failed to clear into bivonac 
areas within the allotted time, preventing 
the flow of needed munitions to other 
units. 

“There is need for much improvement 
in the internal economy of companies for 
rationing troops in the field. Many cases 
arose in which men detached from the im- 
mediate vicinity of the bivouac of the 
organization were without food for ex- 
tended periods; conditions which were 
due, of course, to inadequate supervision 
by organization commanders, 

“Some movements were made 
country without previous reconnaissance 
and without definite objectives. 
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“In many of the tactical dispositig,, 
too little attention was paid to maintaj 
ing cohesion within the units, to the ¢& 
ordination of the artillery and infanty 
and to liaison with adjoining pj, 
Steady improvements in these respec, 
were noted, however, throughout the ; 
ercises, 

“I feel sure that all of you have jy 
greatly benefited by this unusual 
valuable experience, Your  experijene 
here will better fit you for any futyy 
military duties that you may be cali 
upon to perform. 

“In closing, | desire particularly to 
press ny appreciation of the zeal, and 4 
enthusiasm displayed throughout the o 
by all participants. They » 
sponded in high soldierly spirit to eye 
demand.”

raft guns, warning service, and the con- 
sol center at Watertown have given an 
xcellent illustration of the possibilities

“(10) The Army air organization ful- 
jiled its mission with excellent observa- 
jon results. The pilots who, without 
guch training, represented attack bom)h- 
ing are to be congratulated. However, we 
we badly in need of more training of the 
operative work between these forces 
gnd ground units. 

“(11) Considerable use was made of 
wmmercial telephone lines by both sides 
and to advantage. However, the danger 
in freely using this method is well illus- 
trated by a telephone message received at 
gine Army headquarters from a Black 
eldier telling the location of his divi- 
jon’s trains. The Black soldier got the 
yrong number and the trains were cap- 
ured. 

“(172) The horse cavalry has experi 
eed some real service—-in two days 
ome units covered over sixty miles. The 
horse cavalry again demonstrated its 
value as a close-in flank unit of some mo- 
bility. An officers’ patrol penetrated well 
into the south flank of the Blues and sup 
lied Valuable information in time. 

“(13) Our sick rate has been remark- 
able. The highest rate to date has been 
136, whereas our normal rate in garrison 
isabout 2.504. This is very gratifying to 
all. 

“(14) Many leaders are inclined to fol- 
low fixed forms and diagrams in their 
fed work. They are too ‘bookish’ 
they fail to use their natural practical 
common We have succeeded well 
in these exercises in shortening our or 
ders and developing a practical solution 
which corresponds to present day war- 
fare. We should apply this same ap- 
proach to our troop leading, especially in 
lower units. 

“Let us always keep in mind that man 
sthe fundamental instrument of war. 
The worth of the individual man is still 
decisive. Troop leading in battle, regard 
less of the echelon of command, calls for 
wl and thoughtful lenders with a strong 
feeling of the great responsibility imposed 
yon them. The offensive demands of a 
ommander these positive characteristics 
in the highest order: the offensive form 
of battle only embodies the positive quali 
ties which seek and promise a battle to 
idecision, and the first of these qualities 
isinitiative. Initiative permits the choice 
of objectives and directions, the organi 
mition of attack formations, the adaption 
of action to time. and the creation of 
opportunity. With initiative high 
morale which promotes confidence and 
determination which are essential to 
snecessful battle. In order to realize upon 
these advantages to the fullest, it is vital 
hata Commander know what he is going 
todo and have the strength of character 
lodetermine and order when, where, how 
id why it is to be done. But even this 
initial attitude is not sufficient. Once the 
eration is launched a commander must 
make his presence felt along the front, 
articularly during a crisis at any point ; 
le must have confidence in his plan and 
his command, and have the courage 
drive his attack home with the domi 
mihee of his own personality. 

“History furnishes numerous examples 
of military commanders, who, when con 
fronted by a mission or situation requir 
MZ positive action, have remained inae 
‘ve. The excuse ordinarily given for in- 
‘tivity may be one of several: lack of 
information of the enemy, lack of means,

Investigation has 
indicated that such claims invariably 
have heen but poor excuses. The real 


reason can generally be traced to a lack 
of Willpower on the part of commanders, 
They were unable to make up their minds 
0 take calculated risks.

‘Pe of leadership of Stonewall Jackson. |

Separate Air Corps 

Discussing air organization Senator 
Walsh, chairman of the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee, spoke as follows on 
the tloor of the Senate 22 Aug. : 

“Mr. President, in view of the senti- 
ment expressed by several persons in 
favor of establishing a separate corps for 
naval aviation, | ask that a letter from 
Admiral J. bk. Richardson, Commander in 
Chief of the United States Fleet, on this 
subject be printed in the Record. This 
letter was forwarded to me for my in- 
formation by the Secretary of the Navy. 

“My personal views, not, however, con 
clusive without hearing evidence from all 
interested sources, are in accord with the 
sentiments expressed in this letter. IHlow 
ever, | have felt for some time that a bet 
ter or more complete system of coordina 
tion should be developed between the 
Army and Navy Air Corps in the purchase 
and maintenance of planes and = equip- 
ment, and especially in their tactical op 
erations together. For example, the Army 
Air Corps should be able to cooperate very 
effectively with the Navy in the event an 
enemy fleet were approaching our shores. 
I should add, however, that this opinion 
is one that has not been thought out thor 
oughly and is more an expression of gen- 
eral impressions that I have entertained.”

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Navy Commissioned Officers 

Legislation to permit the Navy to com- 
mission into the line graduates of Naval 
Reserve Officer Training Corps courses, 
now being given in eleven universities 
and which will be expanded to include 
sixteen additional universities, is enroute 
to Congress, having been approved by the 
Bureau of the Budget as being in accord 
with the President's program, 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
was informed of this action by Rear Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation this week. Appearing be 
fore the committee, Admiral Nimitz was 
queried on a number of Naval personnel 
matters, 

The committee approved the bill, 8. 
1271, which authorizes the appointment 
of alternates who passed the mental 
examinations for entrance to the Naval 
Academy in 1980 and 1940 but were de- 
nied admission at that time because no 
vacancies existed, In reporting the bill, 
the House committee added an amend 
ment which precludes alternates in_ the 
above categories who have passed their 
twentieth birthday on 1 April, 1940, from 
being appointed. It is estimated that 
about 230 boys will be admitted to the 
Academy under the proposed law. About 
70 boys will be precluded from admission 
by reason of having passed their 20th 
birthday on 1 April, 1940, 


In endorsing this bill, passed by the 
Senate, Admiral Nimitz said in part: 

The expansion of the Naval Forces, which 
is now underway and contemplated, makes it 
mandatory that steps be taken immediately 
to the end that adequate officer personnel will 
be available when the building program is 
completed, 

An immediate source of qualified candidates 
for the Naval Academy is available from 
among those applicants who passed the re- 
quired mental examinations for entrance in 
June 1930 and 1940, but were denied admis 
sion because of reasons other than physical 
disqualifications. 

A representative in Congress may appoint 
a principal, and, in addition, a first, second, 
and third alternate for each vacancy at the 
Academy with which he may be credited. 
Should the principal be admitted the vacancy 
would be filled, and the alternate or alter 
nates, would be denied admission, Similarly, 
candidates in excess of the quotas authorized 
from the enlisted men of the Regular Navy, 
the Naval Reserve, Honor Schools, and 
Presidential appointees at large, although 
having passed the required examinations, 
would likewise be denied admission. 

If the bill is enacted into law, the follow 
ing candidates would be eligible for immedi- 
ate appointment if physically qualified:

It is estimated that about 15% of these 
candidates will fail physically so that the 
number to enter would approximate 230, 

The bill fixes the limiting date of 14 Sept. 
140, for the above appointments. It is de- 
sirable that the candidates enter prior to that 
date in order that they may be on hand when 
the Academic year starts on the 16th of Sep- 
tember, 

It is estimated that the additional cost to 
the Government for the fiscal year 1941, if this 
bill is enacted, will amount to $327,750. 

Representative Cole, of N. Y., offered 
an amendment which wouid increase the 
maximum entrance age for the Academy 
from 20 to 21, but this was opposed by the 
Navy Department and defeated without 
a vote. Representative Carl Vinson, com- 
mittee chairman, appointed a subcommit- 
tee composed of Representatives Darden, 
of Va., Johnson, of Tenn., Maas, of Minn., 
and Cole, of N. Y., to make a study of 
personnel policies concerning entrance to 
the Academy. 


On the amendment to limit the appoint- 
ments to be made under S. 4271 to eandi- 
dates under 20, Representative Maas was 
the only vote in opposition. 





Reserve Aviators 

Discussion arose concerning the effects 
of the bill, HR 10030, which authorizes 
the commissioning of reserve aviators 
into the line of the Navy. The bill is now 
on the President's desk awaiting signa- 
ture. Mr. Vinson said that he hopes that 
about 50 per cent of the Reserve aviators 
eligible will make application for commis 
sions in the vy. Admiral Nimitz stated 
that he believes as many as 70 per cent 
will make application. Mr. Vinson told 
Admiral Nimitz that he hopes the rules 
and regulations governing the appoint- 
ment of reserves to regular Commissions 
will not be too exacting, because the sole 
reason of the bill is to get and keep avia- 
tors in the Navy. He said that if this 
does not work he is in favor of recalling 
reserve aviators who are working on 
private air lines. Admiral Nimitz said 
that the Navy was on the point of asking 
the President to order into the active ser- 
vice a number of reserves now in private 
industry but that the number is so small 
it was deemed not wortlt while. 





Status of Reserves 

The Department, under the Naval Re- 
serve Act of 1938 has the power to order 
Iteserves to active duty, with or without 
their consent, in time of war or national 
emergency declared by the DPresident. 
However, the Department points out that 
the wording of the President's national 
emergency proclamation of September, 
1930, is such that it provides only for 
calling reserves with their consent. It 
was indicated that the Department may 
yet ask the President to issue a change of 
language to permit mandatory service. 

It was suggested that a new Academy 
Class might be started in February, 1941, 
but this was opposed by the Department 
- the grounds that it would not be prac 
tical. 


Five Appointment Basis 

Admiral Nimitz told the committee 
that the President has authorized the 
Bureau of Navigation to make plans for 
the operation of the Naval Academy on a 
five appointment basis, but is reserving 
his decision as to whether or not to put 
it into effect until late October, 1940, Ad- 
miral Nimitz said that even a six appoint 
ment basis will not meet the demands of 
the expanding fleet. He said that as early 
as last year, the Department had talked 
to the President about increasing the ap 
pointment basis from four to five but ae- 
tion was deferred, 

Details of the bill authorizing the com 
missioning of Naval ROTC graduates in 
the line are not available, but Admiral 
Nimitz indicated that merely the basie 
framework will be submitted to Congress. 





Examination in Languages 

In order that information relative to 
the ability of Regular Army officers to 
translate a foreign language into English 
and English into a foreign language, may 
be of record, appropriate examinations 
ina number of languages have been pre 
prepared and are on file in the office of 
the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, of each 
Corps Area and Department. Examina 
tion forms are available in the Dutch, 
French, German, Italian, Japanese, Pol- 
ish, Portuguese, Russian, Spanish, and 
Swedish languages. 

The War Department desires that this 
mutter be brought to the attention of all 
Regular Army officers, and that those 
officers who volunteer for a specific lan 
guage test, be examined in accordance 
with the instructions contained on the 
forms. 








Fort MacArthur Improved 

A rehabilitation program has been car- 
ried out during the past several months at 
Fort MacArthur, Calif. Fort MacArthur 
is divided into two reservations, One is 
situated on a promontory just north and 
west of Los Angeles Harbor, known as San 
Pedro (base for the U. S. Fleet). On this 
promontory are the big guns with a shoot- 
ing range of approximately thirty miles, 
and other vital equipment for the defense 
of the naval base including air bases, oil 
storage equipment and shipping facilities. 

Above the crest of the gun reservation 
the WPA has built a military town. The 
project cost approximately $913,000. The 
structures include eleven barracks sleep- 





ing 770 men; two mess halls, each ac- 
commodating 400 men; a warehouse, a 
post exchange, a hospital, recreation hall 
and a guardhouse. In addition, the WPA 
workers constructed nine garages to house 
270 army trucks; reconstructed roads 
throughout the reservation and their ap- 
proaches; enlarged former gun sheds by 
3,000 square feet; constructed a mooring 
float and gates; installed plumbing and 
electrical facilities; and did much paint- 
ing, grading, surfacing, planting and 
landscaping. All of this work was done 
since March of this year. 





Training Accommodations 

In preparation for the extensive train- 
ing program which will follow the induc- 
tion of the National Guard into Federal 
Service and the calling of trainees under 
the Selective Service plan, the War De- 
partment is advising commanding gen- 
erals of the types of accommodations to 
provide for tent camps and cantonments.

That trade is vital 
to our prosperity. If we had to trade with a 
Europe dominated by the present German 
trade policies, we might have to change our 
methods to some totalitarian form, This is a 
prospect that any lover of democracy must 
view with consternation, 

“The President of the United States re 
cently said, ‘we will extend to the opponents 
of force the material resources of this nation 
and at the same time we will harness the use 
of those resources in order that we ourselves 
in America may have equipment and training 
equal to the task of any emergency and every 
defense.’ 

“T should like to state that Tam in agree 
ment with those two principles, as TI under 
stand them——and I don’t understand them as 
implying military involvement in the present 
hostilities. As an American citizen lam glad 
to pledge my wholehearted support to the 
President in whatever action he may take in 
accord with those principles.”

National Guard Rifle Range 

New Hampshire has obtained approval 
of a Work Projects Administration proj 
ect for rehabilitation and improvement of 
a rifle and pistol range at Auburn, five 
miles from Manchester. This range, New 
Hampshire Guardsmen boast, will rank 
among the finest in the country when it is 
completed, probably in about six months. 

In explaining plans for the modernized 
range, Brig. Gen. Charles KF. Bowen, 
adjutant general of the New Hampshire 
National Guard, said some $39,000 would 
be expended by the WPA and the War 
Department to adapt the range to modern 
requirements. 

The range consists of approximately 140 
acres, owned by the Federal government. 
Its primary purpose is to provide facilities 
for elements of the National Guard but, 
secondarily, it is intended for use, accord 
ing to General Bowen, for the promotion 
of civilian rifle practice under the mili 
tury promotion of the state. 





NG Bill Recommitted 

Vigorously attacked on the floor of the 
House by Representative John J. Coch 
ran, of Mo, as “unprecedented.” on the 
grounds that “It ratifies and validates all 
expenditures of disbursing officers of the 
National Guard heretofore made which 
now stand disallowed, or would hereafter 
be disallowed but for this act,” the bill, 
S. 3619, known the National Guard 
omnibus bill, was this week recommitted 
to the House Committee on Military Af 
fairs, 

The first section of the bill is the part 
that drew the Representative’s fire. In 
addition to the question of the allowance 
or disallowance of expenditures of dis 
bursing officers, which power the bill 
sought to transfer from the authority of 
the Comptroller General to the Secretary 
of War, this section authorized the em 
ployment of Guardsmen caretakers 
and also authorized the Secretary of War 
to fix the salaries and duties of clerks 
employed on Guard work. Tlowever, the 
question delegating to the Secretary of 
War the authority to allow or disallow 
expenditures of disbursing officers drew 
all the fire. 

Other provisions of the bill provide for 
a minimum of 48 drills per year, in addi 
tion to a 15-day training period, for the 
aecrediting of authorized plane flights for 
pay purposes in the same manner us an

armory drill, for the equalization of pay 
between officers paid on a per drill basis 
and officers not attached to organizations, 
paid on an annual seale, for the hospitali- 
zation of Guardsmen with all necessary 
medical and surgical treatment in event 
of injury while on active duty or in 
training under sections 92, 94, 97, 99 or 
113 of the National Defense Act, without 
reference to line-of-duty status. This lat 
ter provision would not be applicable to 
individuals in an armory drill status, 
with the exception of men in the Air 
Corps injured while on training flights in 
lieu of armory drills. 

In his attack on the bill, Representa 
tive Cochran told the House :

Naval District Commanders

disapproval of their plan, Senator Lee, of 
Oklahoma, its sponsor, and others who 
supported him, announced their intention 
to continue to press it. At the same time, | 
more trouble developed in the House | 
Ways and Means Committee in connection | 
with the Administration’s legislation to 
tux excessive profits out of preparedness, 
und to permit five year amortization of 
industrial plant expansions. In its present 
form it was contended that the legislation 
would work hardship upon many small 
new businesses, and grant special tax ad- 
vantage, if not actual exemption, to large 
and prosperous corporations, Unless there 
should be prompt revisions of the draft 
bill, it is not unlikely that the amortiza 
tion provisions will be approved and re 
ported as a separate measure. The objec 
tion to this plan is that the Administra- 
tion is depending upon the inclusion of 
these provisions so as to assure speedy 
ndoption of the excess profits tax pro 
posed, With them eliminated, admittedly 
that proposal will experience difficulty in 
obtaining enactment, 

Divided along party 
time over legislation of the Administra 
tion’s defense program, the House this 
week passed the bill authorizing the Im 
port and Export Bank to loan an addi 
tional $500,000 000 to the Latin-American 
Republics in order to stabilize their econ- 
omies and market their products. The 
bill also increased the note issuing power 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion by $1,500,000,000, a billion of which 
will be available to assist plant extensions 
for defense, As to the Central and South 
American loans, the United States Tariff 
Commission has pointed out that the 
ability of the Latin-American Republics 
to purchase the commodities of other na 
tions is dependent upon their ability to 
export their products in adequate volume 
and at adequate prices, From them in re 
cent years we have taken about 90 per 
cent of their chicle, henequen and sisal 
exports, 75 per cent of bananas, 65 per 
cent of cacao, 60 per cent of coffee, sugar 
and manganese, 40 per cent of nitrates, 
25 per cent of canned meats, and 20 per 
cent of the quebracho extract. Our pur- 
chases from this region also include large 
quantities of hides and skins, wool, petro- 
leum and petroleum products, tobacco, 
flaxseed, babassu nuts and castor beans. 
The exports to other countries than the 
United States necessarily are of great im- 
portance in the economies of the Repub- 
lies, and as we are not likely to increase 
substantially our purchases from them, it 
is necessary, in order that their internal 
conditions may not be seriously affected, 
that arrangements be made with them 
which will take their surplus off the mar- 
ket. Plans to this end continue under 
discussion. 

The September issue of the Federal Re- 
serve system states that its index of in- 
dustrial production stood in July at 121, 
the same as in June. Steel preduction in- 
creased to 90 per cent in the first half of 
August. In the machinery, shipbuilding 
and aireraft industries, where new orders 
had been large during the first half of 
the year, and a considerable backlog of 
unfilled orders had accumulated, activity 
Was sustained at high levels in July. In 
the automobile industry, output declined 
sharply in July and the first half of Au- 
gust as plants were closed to prepare for 
the shift to new model production. There 
ws a rise in textile and coal production, 
while petroleum production was sharply 
curtailed, reflecting partly a continued 
high level of stocks of petroleum prod- 
ucts. Prices of United States Government 
securities were relatively steady during 
July and the early part of August, but
